Begins the c onfiscation 
of Cotton, Copper, 
Steel, Nickel. 


New York, Oct. 21-—[Special.]—The 
United States will use vast quanti- 
ties of German owned supplies stored 
in this country to ald our troops And 
the allies in carrying on the war 
against the kaiser’s erppire. The value 
of the property is expected to mount 
into the millions. - , 

Already it was learned today the 
government has begun to confiscate 
the immense stores of cotton, steel, 
copper, nickel, leather, oil, chemicals, 
and other war necessaries purchased 
here by German agents before the 
United States entered the conflict and 
since held here in their names by 
American brokers. 


Seize $2,500,000 Supplies. 

The resources which this confisca- 
tion will place at the service of the 
government are unbelievably exten- 
sive. Secret service mén under Chief 
William J. Flynn have already’ seized 
stores of copper, steel, oil, and nickel, 
valued at more than $2,500,000. Those 
who know the true state of affairs 
say that the government has only 
begun to scratch at the wealth of 
materials held here for German pur- 
chasers. 
It is said that of cotton alone Ger- 
many has more than 1,000,000 bales in 
this country. At its current price this 
store would be worth over $100,000,000. 
The rest of Germany's stores in 


| America will go the way of its cotton. 


Under the trading with the enemy act 
the government has the right to take 
over all German property here, as it 
has already taken over Germany's 
vessels and make an accounting there- 
for at the end of the war.

Evidently the home 
offices in the east decided that they 
could stand the tax, especially as 
stamps will not be used and the re- 
turns will have to be made by the 
companies every month.

Bedding of oat straw is 
superior to wheat straw, while marsh 
hay far surpasses either in the pro- 
duction of rich manure. Wood shav- 
ings and sawdust add no fertjjizing 
value to the manure, and may prove 
positively detrimental to the soil. The 
relative values of horse and cow ma- 
nure in Saturday’s table were 
on prevailing conditions in city 
and cow barns of the dairy district, 
including average quantities of litter. 

Properly kept manure, without un- 
due waste of the liquid portion and 
without exposufe to the weather, 
weighs aboyt three tons per cord of 
cow manure and about one and three- 
quarters tons per cord of horse ma- 
nure—both including an average per- 
centage of litter or bedding. It may 
be emphasized here that the liquid 
portion is relatively the more valuable 
fertilizer, although the litter and solid 
portions are required for soil texture. 

Poultry dung saved for manuring 
may be kept in barrels; but it should 
be mixed with powdered dry earth to 
prevent fermentation and consequent 
loss of much of the nitrogen, an im- 
portant element of fertility.
